the coalition was try ing to sidetrack 
under cover of an alleged affront by 
the king-emp eror to the whole natron. 
Owing to these p roclamations the co­ 
alition leaders decided to p ostp one the 
torchlight p rocession, seeking thus to 
avoid bloodshed. 
At 8 o'clock about 1.56ft Socialists 
gathered 
outside 
the 
Indep endence 
club and announced their intention ol 
entering and tearing down the coun­ 
cil room. A large force of p olice was 
p resent and wfas assisted by 150 p rom­ 
inent citizens. 
Before the crowd was 
disp ersed many p ersons were injured. 
The committee of the coalitionists 
has issued a manifesto to the nation in 
rep ly to the p rogram submitted to its 
leaders by the emp eror-kiug. 
The 
manifesto declares that some p oints 
of his majesty ’s p rogram are not in 
conformity with the constitution, re­ 
ferring esp ecially to his contention 
that the question of the language of 
command in tbe Hungarian army must 
be entirely eliminated from discussion. 
It Is asserted that this is equivalent 
to the abolition of the nation's right 
to control its own affairs for which 
there is no legal authority .

Hungary desires to settle the common 
affairs of the emp ire without con­ 
sulting Austria, and continued: 
"Such arrogant ideas can only be 
imp uted to Hungary by those who are 
creating an evil feeling against Hun­ 
gary in Vienna. We know well enough 
that every p rovision of the laws we 
would enact which may require any 
co-op eration on the p art of Austria 
can only become valid in p ractice 
when Austria of her own free will cre­ 
ates a suitable law'.” 
The manifesto in conclusion say s: 
“W e desire to conclude a just treaty 
of commerce with Austria on the ba­ 
sis of an indep endent customs sp here 
for both p arties. 
The decision as to 
whether we shall establish an inde­ 
p endent customs sp here or maintain 
a common fiscal sy stem dep ends up on 
the free will of the Hungarian diet. 
Protests are being made as if the de­ 
cision of fiscal matters were dep en­ 
dent oa an understanding with Aus­ 
tria.”

year. 
This is due both to the increas­ 
ed acreage in oats, 1,981,370 in 1905, 
and 1,021,114 in 1904, am! the increas­ 
ed average an acre, 30.7 in 1904 and 
84.7 in 1905. 
R eturns from 125 townships since 
tfie estim ate made last Friday show 
th at the average an acre in wheat is 
18 instead of 17 bushels, thus bringing 
the wheat estim ate up to about 2,900,- 
000 bushels, more than

y ear’s crop. 
TI »«»¡¡average of the corn 
still stands at 41 bushels to the acre,
